ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  1916.

Sir:  In  behalf  of  the  Trustees  of  Bellevue  and  Allied  Hospitals,  I  have  the 
honor  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Department  for  the  year  1916. 

THE  DEPARTMENT  AS  A  WHOLE. 

A  great  deal  of  embarrassment  and  inconvenience  was  caused  during  the  months 
of  January  and  February  by  delay  in  paying  the  hospital  employees.  This  delay  was 
occasioned  by  the  inability  to  adjust  the  payrolls  with  the  budget  allowance  of  the 
Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment.  A  number  of  the  old  employees,  whose 
services  could  not  be  dispensed  with,  were  left  off  the  payroll  by  this  Board,  and  in 
consequence  it  was  necessary  to  obtain  revenue  bonds  to  meet  the  expense  of  their 
salaries.  In  the  meantime  severe  hardship  was  caused  in  many  individual  cases,  and 
the  Trustees  are  much  indebted  to  the  generosity  of  Mrs.  William  Church  Osborn  and 
Doctor  George  O'Hanlon,  who  advanced  funds  with  which  to  pay  the  overdue  salaries 
pending  remedial  action  by  the  City. 

Great  difficulty  has  been  experienced  throughout  the  year  in  obtaining  a  sufficient 
number  of  employees.  Up  to  the  middle  of  October  there  were  288  changes  in  the 
staff  of  the  laundry  and  336  in  that  of  the  kitchen  and  dining  rooms. 

Permission  has  had  to  be  requested  to  use  salary  accruals,  amounting  to  about 
$8,800  for  the  first  six  months  of  the  year,  to  increase  the  salaries  of  hospital  helpers 
by  reason  of  length  of  service.  The  difficulty  of  obtaining  help  has  proved  a  serious 
interference  with  efficient  service  throughout  the  department. 

The  Department  has  been  forced  to  appeal  for  revenue  bonds  to  meet  deficiencies 
and  anticipated  deficiencies  in  its  annual  appropriations.  A  notice  was  given  that  the 
deficiencies  in  food  supplies  would  be  provided  in  the  manner  mentioned,  while  the 
remaining  deficits  might  be  cared  for  by  a  transfer  of  funds  within  the  appropriations 
and   from  other  departments. 

In  consequence  of  opening  some  new  departments  at  Bellevue,  an  additional 
512,000  has  been  necessary  for  medical  and  surgical  supplies  and  equipment. 

During  the  month  of  December  it  has  been  necessary  to  purchase  meats,  poultry 
and  eggs  in  the  open  market  at  an  expense  of  $17,000,  the  special  revenue  bonds 
requested  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  not  having  become  available.  In  all  the  amount 
of  special  revenue  bonds  requested  to  cover  the  department  deficits  was  $158,355. 

Owing  to  the  failure  of  the  contractor  to  complete  the  job  of  altering  the  grate 
bars  at  Bellevue,  it  has  been  necessary  to  buy  No.  1  Buckwheat  Coal  at  a  very  high 
cost  instead  of  using  the  No.  3  Buckwheat  Coal  under  contract.  For  this  reason  it 
has  been  necessary  to  ask  for  special  revenue  bonds  in  the  amount  of  $4,000  for  fuel. 

The  Trustees  protested  to  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  against  the 
contr-mplated  plan  of  placing  all  the  repair  and  maintenance  work  of  the  hospitals 
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of  this  department  under  the  Department  of  Plant  and  Structures.  Action  postponing 
such  transfer  was  taken  by  the  Board  of  Estimate,  and  the  Trustees  hope  that  their 
protest  will  be  heard  when  the  matter  comes  up  again  for  discussion. 

The  Trustees  have  adopted  a  regulation  under  the  terms  of  which  visiting  surgeons 
who  have  attained  the  age  of  sixty  and  physicians  who  have  attained  the  age  of 
sixty-two  shall  retire  from  active  service  in  the  hospitals  with  which  they  may  be 
connected  and  take  their  place  upon  the  consulting  lists  of  these  institutions.  This 
has  resulted  in  the  retirement  of  some  Visiting  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  many 
years  standing,  whose  efficient  and  self-sacrificing  service  to  the  City  the  Trustees 
are  glad  to  recognize. 

Instructions  have  been  issued  to  the  surgeons  on  the  several  medical  boards  of 
the  hospitals  of  the  department  directing  the  preparation  of  only  as  many  operative 
cases  as  they  are  ready  to  operate  upon  at  any  one  time.  This  was  done  in  order  to 
correct  an  abuse  of  long  standing,  which  has  consisted  in  preparing  more  patients  for 
operation  than  the  time  permitted  them  to  give  attention  to.  The  Trustees  have  also 
directed  that  if  for  any  reason  the  surgeon  is  unable  to  proceed  with  the  number 
of  operations  previously  determined  upon,  arrangements  should  be  made  to  have  the 
operations  undertaken  or  completed  by  such  associate  or  assistant  as  may  be  qualified 
under  the  rules  of  the  department. 

A  rule  requiring  the  consent  in  writing  of  adult  persons  who  are  to  be  operated 
upon  has  been  adopted. 

It  has  been  determined  to  make  provision  at  each  hospital  in  the  department  for 
the  appointment  of  a  nurse  to  follow-up  surgical  cases  with  a  view  to  determining 
the  value  of  the  hospital  treatment  they  have  received.  The  adoption  of  a  card 
system  for  purposes  of  record  in  each  hospital  in  connection  with  this  work  has  been 
approved. 

Permission  has  been  given  the  Bureau  of  Municipal  Research  to  make  a  study 
of  the  interne  service  throughout  the  department. 

Three  new  cars,  1  Studebaker  and  2  White,  have  been  purchased  for  the  use  of 
the  Department  during  the  year. 

The  contract  for  the  installation  of  the  power  plant  equipment  in  the  various 
hospitals  was  awarded  in  February  to  the  Reliance  Engineering  Company,  in  the 
sum  of  $5,847  for  Bellevue,  while  the  contract  for  the  other  hospitals  was  awarded 
to  the  Shevlin  Engineering  Company,  in  the  sum  of  $4,385. 

A  rule  has  been  adopted  whereby  the  employees  of  the  department  are  to  receive 
antitoxin  inoculation  for  typhoid. 

The  annual  reorganization  of  the  Board  was  effected  on  February  29th,  when  Dr. 
John  W.  Brannan  was  re-elected  President,  and  James  K.  Paulding,  Secretary. 

In  execution  of  the  project  for  the  treatment  and  after-care  of  infantile  paralysis 
cases,  request  was  made  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  The  New  York  Orthopaedic 
Dispensary  and  Hospital  for  the  use  of  their  old  building  at  No.  126  East  59th  Street. 
An  inspection  by  the  Fire  Department,  however,  showed  that  the  condition  of  the 
building  was  such  as  to  render  it  inadvisable  to  use  it  for  the  purpose  specified.  An 
appropriation  of  $1,800  from  the  City's  fund  was  assigned  to  this  department  for  the 
payment  of  the  services  of  temporary  employees  required  in  the  care  of  these  cases. 

The  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  having  been  unable  to  dispose  of  the 
old  ferryboat  "  Westfield,"  the  Trustees  advertised  the  same  for  auction,  and  it  was 
finally  disposed  of  for  the  sum  of  $1,105. 

BELLEVUE  HOSPITAL. 

The  two  outstanding  facts  in  the  history  of  the  year  at  Bellevue  Hospital  have 
been  the  opening  of  the  new  surgical  pavilions,  including  the  X-Ray  Department,  and 
the  rapid  progress  made  in  the  reorganization  of  the  medical  service.       This   is   a 
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satisfactory  achievement  when  considered  as  illustrating  a  simultaneous  advance  on 
what  might  be  designated  as  the  material  and  mental  planes. 

The  final  moving  into  the  new  surgical  pavilions  I,  K,  L  and  M,  was  accomplished 
in  the  early  days  of  January.  The  removal  of  patients  from  the  old  building,  except 
those  in  the  tuberculosis  and  erysipelas  wards,  as  well  as  the  alcoholic,  prison  and 
drug  wards,  has  now  been  effected.  The  members  of  the  interne  staff  have  also  been 
transferred  to  their  new  quarters.  The  first  and  second  floors  of  the  south  wing  of 
the  old  administration  building  have  been  assigned  to  the  use  of  the  psychopathic  and 
alcoholic  services,  the  old  prison  ward  having  already  been  evacuated  and  its  tenants 
assigned  to  Ward  26  on  the  main  floor  of  the  old  building.  The  tuberculosis  patients 
previously  in  these  wards  have  been  transferred  to  brighter  wards  on  the  main  floor 
of  the  vacated  north  wing.  The  upper  stories  of  this  wing,  from  which  patients 
were  removed  by  orders  of  the  Fire  Department,  will  be  used  as  a  dormitory  for 
the  hospital  employees,  the  Fire  Department  holding  it  to  be  safe  for  able-bodied 
occupants.  The  old  prison  ward  is  now  occupied  as  a  clinic  for  the  after-care  of 
poliomyelitis  children.  As  soon  as  possible  the  inconvenient  and  unsanitary  quarters 
assigned  to  the  use  of  alcoholic  cases  will  be  vacated  and  the  patients  assigned  to 
the  old  wards  now  in  course  of  transformation  for  their  use. 

In  connection  with  these  changes,  a  portion  of  the  second  floor  of  the  north 
wing  has  been  made  available  for  the  use  of  the  Social  Service  Department  of  the 
hospital,  which,  in  turn,  has  vacated  the  second  floor  of  the  dispensary  building, 
which  will  soon  be  devoted  entirely  to  the  needs  of  the  Out  Patient  Department, 
thus  relieving  the  serious  overcrowding  which  has  long  existed  in  its  present  quarters. 

Medical   Reorganization. 
Early  in  the  year  a  conference  was  held  with  the  deans  of  the  several  medical 
colleges  connected  with  Bellevue,  together  with  representatives  of  the  Fourth  or  non- 
Collegiate   Division,   for  the   purpose   of   discussing   a   radical   reorganization    of   the 
medical  service.     This   conference   was   fruitful   in   developing  the   plans   under   con- 
sideration, each  university  submitting  in  detail  a  plan  of  the  work  assigned  to  it  with 
provision   for   development  and   extension.     With   a  view   to   utilizing   to   the   fullest 
extent  the  hospital   material   for   teaching  purposes   a   plan   to   develop    facilities    for 
teaching  is  under  consideration  by  the  Fourth  Division.     The  assignment  of   special 
services  for  the  several  divisions  is  as  follows : 
First  Division 
Tuberculosis. 
Ear,  Nose  and  Throat. 
Children's  Medical. 
Second  Division  : 
Neurology. 
Urology. 
Third  Division: 
Gynaecology. 
Dermatology. 
Orthopaedics. 

Obstetrics   (in  connection  with  the  Second  Division). 
Fourth  Division : 
Ophthalmology. 
Children's  Surgical. 
In  order  to  assist  the  Fourth  or  non-Collegiate  Division  of  the  hospital  to  develop 
teaching  work,  the  restriction   forbidding  affiliation  on  the  part  of  its  members  with 
any  of  the  medical  colleges  has  been  abolished.     This  means  that  the  visiting  phys- 
icians and  surgeons  on  this  division  will  hereafter  be  free  to  accept  teaching  appoint- 
ments  from  the  several  colleges.

Most  of  the  new  special  services  have  now  been  put  into  operation  after  having 
submitted  to  the  Trustees  preliminary  plans  entering  with  great  detail  into  the 
organization  of  each  service. 

The  new  Neurological  service  has  been  assigned  to  the  Second,  or  Cornell  Division, 
under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Foster  Kennedy.  The  plan  of  organization  consists  of 
a  Visiting  Neurologist,  who  is  to  devote  four  hours  daily  to  this  service,  including 
the  laboratory,  and  an  Assistant  Visiting  Neurologist,  subject  to  daily  call.  For  this 
service  an  issue  of  revenue  bonds,  in  the  sum  of  $3,216  has  been  requested  to  pay  for 
the  salaries  of  the  following  additional  employees :

On  the  Tuberculosis   Service,  already  in  existence,  Dr.  James   Alexander   Miller 
is  the  Director,  whilst  provision  has  been  made  in  the  budget  for  two  salaried  resident  . 
physicians  at  $900  a  year  to  work  with. 

The  new  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Department  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Cornelius 
G.  Coakley  was  opened  for  patients  on  the  Sth  of  July.  Instruments  for  the  use  of 
this  department  have  been  obtained  at  a  cost  of  $2,600. 

The  opening  of  the  new  Eye  Department  under  Dr.  Charles  H.  May  awaits  the 
purchase  of  the  necessary  instruments,  revenue  bonds  for  which  in  the  amount  of 
$2,000  have  been  requested  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen. 

Other  Medical  Matters. 

The  clinical  pathological  work  in  connection  with  the  laboratory  service  has  been 
placed  under  a  new  Adjunct  Assistant  Visiting  Physician.  This  work  is  in  connec- 
tion with  the  Second  or  Cornell  Division. 

The  Clinic  for  Atypical  Children,  the  responsibility  for  which  was  divided  between 
Bellevue  and  Allied  Hospitals  and  the  Department  of  Public  Charities  proved  unwork- 
able under  the  system  proposed.  As  a  result,  the  Clinic  was  removed  from  Bellevue 
in  July  last  and  restricted  to  the  sole  purpose  of  examining  children  who  are  to  be 
transferred  to  institutions  on  the  Island,  the  expectation  being  that  provision  would  be 
made  at  Bellevue  for  the  examination  of  other  defective  children  and  for  court  cases 
which  may  be  sent  for  observation  and  examination,  as  heretofore.  To  continue 
this  work  it  would  be  necessary  to  have  a  proper  staff,  to  include  two  physicians,  a 
psychologist,  a  stenographer,  and  four  nurses,  at  a  total  annual  cost  of  $8,620. 

New  rules  have  been  adopted,  entitling  members  of  the  house  staff  to  receive  three 
weeks'  regular  leave  of  absence  in  each  six  months'  service  after  six  months  in  the 
hospital.  To  obtain  such  leave,  the  application  must  be  recommended  by  the  director 
of  the  service  or  visiting  physician  or  surgeon,  approved  by  a  member  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  and  countersigned  by  the  Superintendent. 

To  meet  the  crisis  caused  by  the  infantile  paralysis  epidemic  last  summer,  the 
hospital  was  obliged  to  ask  for  additional  appropriations,  it  being  necessary  to  employ 
extra  nurses  for  these  cases.  The  success  obtained  in  the  treatment  of  these  cases 
was  very  great,  the  percentage  of  recoveries  somewhat  exceeding  that  reported  for 
the  city  as  a  whole.  The  real  problem  in  these  cases  is  the  after-care.  This,  how- 
ever, is  not  exclusively  a  Bellevue  problem  and  does  not  call  for  additional  statement 
here. 

The  Department  is  co-operating  in  the  plans  of  Police  Commissioner  Woods 
for  the  establishment  of  a  Psychopathic  Laboratory  in  the  Police  Department.  It 
is  proposed  to  have  four  physicians  undertake  this  work  and,  as  much  of  it  will  be 
done  at  Bellevue,  it  will  be  desirable  to  provide  maintenance  for  these  men. 
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Nursing  and  Social  Service. 

The  Trustees  were  informed  early  in  August  of  the  resignation  of  Miss  Clara  D. 
Noyes  as  General  Superintendent  of  the  Training  Schools  for  Nurses.  Miss  Noyes 
has  been  a  most  efficient  Superintendent  and  has  resigned  to  accept  the  position  of 
Director  of  the  Bureau  of  Nursing  Service  of  the  American  Red  Cross  at  Wash- 
ington. Her  place  was  taken  on  November  27th  by  Miss  Amy  Hilliard,  authority  for 
whose  appointment  under  Rule  VII,  Paragraph  S,  of  the  Civil  Service  rules,  has 
been  requested  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission.  Miss  Hilliard  during  the  short  time 
she  has  occupied  the  post  has  shown  unusual  grasp  of  the  problems  pertaining  to 
it,  and  there  is  good  reason  to  suppose  that  she  will  fill  it  acceptably  to  the  Managers 
of  the  Training  School  and  to  the  Trustees. 

As  usual  very  great  need  exists  for  an  additional  number  of  nurses  at  Bellevue, 
nearly  all  branches  of  the  service  being  under-manned  in  this  respect  and  the  problem 
being  still  more  complicated  by  the  lack  of  space  to  house  the  additional  nurses 
required. 

A  strip  of  land  14  feet  10  inches  wide  and  98  feet  S  inches  deep  on  25th  Street 
and  directly  east  of  Osborn  Hall  will  be  assigned  to  the  department  by  the  authorities 
of  the  Bellevue  Training  School  for  Nurses  to  permit  of  the  construction  of  two 
wings  of  equal  size  to  the  Nurses'  Residence,  also  allowing  space  for  an  open  air- 
shaft.  McKim,  Mead  and  White  have  been  appointed  architects  of  the  addition  to 
the  Nurses'  Residence,  which  is  so  much  needed. 

Great  stimulus  has  been  added  to  the  work  of  the  nurses  attached  to  the  Social 
Service  Department  by  the  provision  of  more  commodious  and  convenient  quarters 
for  their  work  and  by  the  inauguration  of  "  follow-up  "  work  in  several  branches  of 
the  hospital,  medical  and  more  particularly  the  surgical  services.  This  work  has 
grown  out  of  the  Social  Service  idea  and  aims  to  clinch  the  work  of  the  hospital  in 
individual  cases  by  making  sure  of  the  result  which  has  been  obtained  in  the  wards. 

An  additional  extension  of  the  work  of  the  Social  Service  Bureau  has  been  to 
open  the  office  on  Sundays,  two  additional  Social  Service  nurses  having  been  provided 
for  to  take  care  of  this  extended  service. 

The  Trustees  have  assented  to  the  incorporation  of  a  new  auxiliary  to  receive 
funds  for  the  extension  and  development  of  the  Social  Service  work  carried  on  in 
connection  with  the  hospitals. 

Building  Matters. 

The  Trustees  have  urged  again  upon  the  Board  of  Estimate  the  growing  need 
for  beginning  the  construction  of  pavilions  F  and  G,  the  next  item  on  the  programme 
for  the  completion  of  Bellevue  Hospital.  With  these  pavilions  go  the  construction 
of  the  general  kitchen,  of  great  importance  to  the  welfare  of  the  patients,  especially 
during  the  cold  weather,  when  the  transference  of  food  for  long  distances  through 
slippery  yards  and  walks  is  of  serious  detriment  to  the  work  of  the  hospital. 

The  use  of  the  new  X-Ray  Department,  one  of  the  finest  plants  in  the  country, 
if  hot  in  the  world,  has  been  delayed  awaiting  appropriations  for  the  purchase  of  the 
apparatus  and  equipment.  The  installation  of  the  department  in  its  new  quarters  only 
occurred  on  December  20th.  One  of  the  causes  of  the  delay  in  the  installation  of 
the  new  department  was  an  insufficient  allowance  for  portions  of  the  permanent 
installation,  such  as  the  plumbing.  It  is  worthy  of  remark  that  the  installation  for 
this  department  was  accomplished  within  the  contract  time  by  the  contractor,  A.  W. 
King.  The  equipment  for  the  X-Ray  Department  cost  $22,500.  It  has  been  decided 
to  assign  two  internes  to  this  department  to  serve  after  the  fashion  of  internes  on 
the  medical  service.  They  are  to  receive  maintenance,  but  no  salary,  and  are  to 
serve  one  year  in  the  department. 

Bids  were  received  on  May  1st  for  the  erection  of  the  new  balconies  on  pavilions 
I  and  K  and  the  contract  awarded  to  the  H.  C.  Stowe  Construction  Company,  in  the 
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sum  of  $46,900.  At  the  same  time,  provision  was  made  for  the  heating  work  in 
connection  with  these  balconies,  in  the  sum  of  $595.  Two  extensions,  the  first  of 
forty-five  days  and  the  second  of  six  weeks,  on  account  of  freight  congestion  and 
strikes,  had  to  be  allowed  these  contractors. 

Freight  congestion  has  also  interrupted  the  work  of  the  contractor  for  the  instal- 
lation of  the  power  plant  equipment,  and  the  contractor,  the  Reliance  Engineering 
Company,  had  the  time  advanced  to  September  16th  on  account  of  these  delays. 
Later,  on  the  recommendation  of  Mr.  John  C.  Quinn,  Combustion  Engineer,  and  Mr. 
Farley,  Chairman  of  the  Building  Committee,  a  further  extension  of  time  to  November 
10th  was  allowed.  On  November  15th,  Mr.  Quinn  reported  that  this  company  had 
discontinued  all  work  under  its'  contract  and  that  as  most  of  the  work  already  per- 
formed had  been  executed  in  bad  faith  and  not  in  accordance  with  the  specifications, 
recommended  in  consequence  that  the  Trustees  declare  the  contract  abandoned.  This 
was  done  and  the  sureties  notified  and  asked  whether  or  not  they  would  elect  to 
complete  the  work.  When  they  had  declined  to  do  this,  the  Trustees  under  clause 
"K"  of  the  contract  obtained  further  bids,  the  lowest  of  which,  that  of  C.  R.  Jacob- 
sen,  in  the  sum  of  $1,755,  was  accepted.  In  view  of  the  urgency  of  completing  the 
boilers,  an  order  of  the  Board  in  this  amount  was  issued  to  C.  R.  Jacobsen  to  complete 
the  work. 

Bids  were  received  for  the  construction  of  roadways,  curbing,  and  grading  around 
pavilions  L  and  M  on  July  10th,  and  action  deferred  on  the  award  of  the  contract 
until  the  Board  should  be  in  possession  of  further  information  regarding  the  quality 
of  the  work  done  by  the  lowest  bidder.  The  contract  for  the  drainage  of  the  road- 
ways was  awarded  to  the  lowest  bidder,  J.  M.  Knopp,  in  the  sum  of  $1,674.  At  a 
later  meeting,  the  other  contract  was  awarded  to  the  lowest  bidder,  E.  F.  Fitzpatrick, 
in  the  sum  of  $4,150.  The  drainage  of  the  roadways  has  now  been  completed,  as 
well  as  the  curbing  and  grading. 

The  sum  of  $17,000  in  corporate  stock  was  made  available  for  carrying  out  the 
fire  protection  work  in  the  old  building;  the  estimated  cost  of  these  changes  being 
$15,800.  Bids  for  this  work  have  just  been  received,  and  that  of  A;  W.  King,  the 
lowest  bidder,  in  the  sum  of  $14,487,  was  accepted  on  December  12th  and  the  contract 
awarded. 

Miscellaneous. 

The  urgent  request  of  the  Trustees  for  the  removal  of  the  old  morgue  from  in 
front  of  pavilions  A  and  B  has  not  yet  been  complied  with  by  the  Commissioner 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Charities.  The  Commissioner  is  awaiting  the  erection 
of  a  new  building  on  Blackwell's  Island,  to  which  he  may  remove  the  stores  now 
accommodated  in  this   structure. 

The  new  ice  plant  has  been  completed,  and  with  the  assistance  of  two  additional 
employees  the  necessary  ice  is  now  manufactured  at  Bellevue. 

The  Trustees  were  obliged  to  decline  a  request  from  the  Department  of  Correc- 
tion asking  permission  to  use  the  pier  at  the  foot  of  East  28th  Street  as  a  receiving 
station  for  the  supplies  of  that  department.  It  was  proposed  to  truck  these  supplies 
through  the  hospital  enclosure,  and  the  Trustees  felt  that  the  noise  and  dust  which 
might  be  expected  to  result  therefrom  would  seriously  interfere  with  the  comfort 
of  the  patients  and  the  discipline  of  the  hospital. 

Under  the  leadership  of  Dr.  George  David  Stewart  a  Red  Cross  unit  has  been 
organized  at  Bellevue  for  service  in  case  of  emergency. 

The  Dock  Commissioner  has  been  requested  by  the  Trustees  to  deepen  the  channel 
to  the  north  of  the  pier  at  29th  Street  to  permit  coal  barges  and  boats  from  the 
Department  of  Public  Charities  to  reach  their  proper  places  on  the  side  of  the  pier 
at  low  tide.  The  Dock  Department  having  replied  that  they  possess  no  funds  for 
dredging  the  channel  at  this  point,  the  Trustees  asked  for  and  received  $4,000  in 
the  1917  budget. 
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The  Trustees  have  been  notified  by  the  executors  of  the  last  will  of  William 
Washington  Cole  that  the  will  provided  a  legacy  of  $10,000  to   Bellevue  Hospital. 

Urgent  request  has  been  made  of  the  Borough  President  of  Manhattan  to  have 
29th  Street  paved  for  the  remainder  of  the  distance  to  the  river.  Great  difficulty 
has  been  experienced  in  getting  ashes  and  garbage  removed  by  the  Street  Cleaning 
Department  on  account  of  the  lack  of  proper  pavement. 

Continued  efforts  on  the  part  of  the  New  York  Edison  Company  to  obtain 
permission  to  conduct  an  investigation  of  the  electric  and  steam  plants  at  Bellevue 
have  met  with  refusal  on  the  part  of  the  Trustees,  whose  own  investigations  have 
proved  satisfactory  in  convincing  them  of  the  relative  cost  of  an  individual  plant 
and  the  service  rendered  by  this  company. 

The  present  scattered  condition  of  the  several  medical  services  has  rendered  it 
very  difficult  to  get  patients  from  the  Admitting  Office  to  the  wards,  and  also  for 
visitors  to  find  their  way  about.  Reference  has  already  been  made  to  the  difficulty 
in  transporting  food.  This  has  been  done  on  trucks,  and  it  is  not  only  hard  on  the 
men  having  to  operate  these  trucks  but  it  is  hard  on  the  trucks  themselves  in  going 
over  the  rough  snow  and  ice ;  many  have  been  broken  as  a  result. 

GOUVERNEUR  HOSPITAL. 

Progress  on  the  construction  of  the  new  Out  Patient  Department  Building  at 
Gouverneur  was  slow  at  first  on  account  of  the  inability  of  the  contractor  to  obtain 
steel. 

Certain  fixtures  were  omitted  in  the  original  contract  for  the  plumbing  work, 
in  order  to  reduce  the  cost,  and  it  was  found  that  no  contractor  was  willing  to  agree 
to  do  the  work  in  a  building  in  which  another  contractor  had  an  unfinished  contract. 
Permission  therefore  had  to  be  obtained  to  enter  into  a  contract,  without  public 
letting,  for  the  completion  of  the  work.  Plans  and  specifications  for  additional 
plumbing  fixtures,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $5,843,  have  been  transmitted  to  the  Board 
of  Estimate  for  its  approval. 

An  extension  of  60  days'  time  was  allowed  on  the  contract  of  the  John  H.  Parker 
Company,  the  contractors  for  the  building.  The  prevailing  freight  congestion  and 
the  delay  in  obtaining  the  site  were  the  reasons  for  this  extension.  Very  satisfactory 
progress  has  been  made  upon  the  building,  which  is  now  practically  complete.  An 
issue  of  corporate  stock  in  the  sum  of  $17,500  has  been  requested  of  the  Board  of 
Estimate  to  provide  the  equipment  required   for  the  new  building. 

The  Edison  Company  has  been  requested  by  the  Department  of  Water  Supply, 
Gas  and  Electricity  to  set  a  meter  and  install  electric  current  in  this  building.  Plans 
and  specifications  for  the  lighting  fixtures,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $2,250,  have  been 
submitted  to  the  Board  of  Estimate  for  their  approval. 

An  extension  of  sixty  days'  time  was  granted  E.  Rutzler  Company  for  the  heating 
work  in  the  new  building.  Delay  in  completing  the  floors  was  the  principal  reason 
for  this  extension.  A  request  by  this  contractor  for  permission  to  omit  temporary 
heating  and  connections  for  sterilizers  required  in  the  contract  was  refused  by  the 
Trustees  as  beyond  their  power,  and  action  was  taken  at  the  same  time  to  require 
them  to  furnish  the  heat  necessary.  On  account  of  the  delay  of  the  general  con- 
tractor in  finishing  the  building,  a  further  extension  of  thirty  days  from  December 
19th  was  allowed. 

A  similar  extension  on  the  contract  for  the  plumbing  work  in  the  new  building 
was  rendered  necessary  by  the  same  conditions. 

Great  difficulty  was  found  in  providing  any  satisfactory  substitute  for  the  old 
ferryboat  "  Westfield,"  which  was  condemned  for  use  as  a  tuberculosis  day  camp. 
The  possibility  of  repairing  the  boat  providing  the  Dock  Commissioner  could  guar- 
antee that  the  moorings  could  be  made  safe  was  considered,  but  rejected  in  view  of 
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the  great  expense  attached  to  it.  Renewed  efforts  were  then  made  to  obtain  another 
ferryboat  or  barge,  but  the  great  scarcity  of  boats  occasioned  by  the  demand  created 
in  connection  with  the  war  rendered  this  impossible.  When  all  efforts  seemed  at  the 
point  of  resulting  in  failure,  the  Trustees  were  informed  of  the  boat  "  Helen  C. 
Juilliard,"  formerly  used  as  a  floating  hospital  by  the  St.  John's  Guild.  This  Associa- 
tion had  just  been  presented  with  a  new  boat  and  were  willing  to  part  with  the  old 
one.  With  great  public  spirit  they  voted  to  dispose  of  the  boat  for  less  money  than 
they  could  have  received  from  a  private  concern  in  order  that  it  might  continue  to 
be  devoted  to  purposes  similar  to  those  for  which  it  was  originally  designed.  The  boat, 
which  is  in  excellent  condition,  cost  $35,000  to  construct,  and  the  price  agreed  upon 
between  the  Trustees  and  the  officers  of  the  Guild,  $5,000,  was  accepted  by  the  City's 
authorities  as  a  reasonable  figure.  Inasmuch  as  the  authorities  of  the  St.  John's 
Guild  desired  to  retain  the  same  name  for  their  new  boat,  the  Trustees  were  requested 
to  re-name  the  boat  and  were  glad  of  the  opportunity  to  commemorate  the  services 
of  the  late  Dr.  John  H.  Huddleston,  who  had  been  the  Director  and  Organizer  of 
this  camp,  by  assigning  his  name  to  the  boat.  Request  has  been  made  of  the  Park 
Department  to  hasten  the  construction  of  a  seawall  at  the  waterfront  where  this 
boat  is  moored.  In  order  to  provide  safe  anchorage  in  the  meantime,  spiles  have 
had  to  be  driven.  Numerous  changes  in  order  to  make  this  boat  adaptable  to  the 
service  for  which  it  is  now  assigned,  have  had  to  be  made  and  still  more  remain  to 
be  done. 

The  Trustees'  application  for  the  provision  of  a  salary  for  the  Director  of  this 
service  was  not  allowed  by  the  Board  of  Estimate. 

At  the  suggestion  of  Dr.  Francis  Huber,  one  of  the  retiring  physicians  at 
Gouverneur,  a  special  children's  service  has  been  established,  under  the  direction  of 
Dr.  Dever  S.  Byard  as  Pediatrist.  As  soon  as  the  new  Out  Patient  Department  can 
be  opened,  it  has  been  decided  to  re-arrange  the  present  quarters  with  a  view  to 
better  accommodations  for  this  service.  The  rooms  now  occupied  as  a  dispensary 
will  be  converted  into  a  children's  ward. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Medical  Board  and  in  accordance  with  the  an- 
nounced policy  of  the  Trustees,  the  position  of  Director  of  the  Medical  Service  at 
this  hospital  has  been  created  and  Dr.  C.  N.  B.  Camac  appointed  to  this  place.  The 
opportunity  to  start  a  unified,  service  under  a  single  new  director  was  afforded  by 
the  fact  that  all  four  of  the  positions  of  visiting  physicians  to  the  hospital  had 
become  vacant.  The  new  plan  of  a  single  director  with  several  assistants  provides 
for  what  is  known  as  a  continuous  service  and  is  in  line  with  the  practice  of  leading 
institutions  here  and  abroad.  The  Director  of  this  service  has  called  attention  to  the 
need  of  a  properly  equipped  laboratory,  and  a  full-time  laboratory  assistant  has  been 
asked  for  by  the  Trustees  and  allowed  in  the  budget  for  1917. 

HARLEM    HOSPITAL. 

The  appointment  of  a  Neurologist  to  have  charge  of  all  nerve  cases  in  the 
hospital  and  the  out  patient  department  was  approved.  A  Resident  Pathologist  has 
been  assigned  to  duty  in  the  laboratory,  subject  to  the  direction  of  the  Pathologist. 
A  Pathological  Interne  and  a  Resident  Obstetrician  have  also  been  appointed. 

A  valuable  beginning  of  the  system  of  follow-up  work  of  surgical  cases  has  been 
started  at  this  hospital,  and  the  Trustees  are  anxious  to  see  it  extended  throughout 
the  department. 

The  establishment  of  an  evening  clinic  for  diseases  of  the  heart  is  under  con- 
templation but  has  been  delayed  by  the  difficulty  in  finding  a  physician  willing  to> 
come  to  the  hospital  in  the  evening. 

Much  consideration  has  been  given  to  the  question  of  establishing  a  gynaeco- 
logical service  at  this  hospital,  where  the  findings  of  the  Medical  Board  on  this 
subject  have  been  unfavorable  to  the  opening  of  such  a  service,  and  as  the  number 
of  special  gynaecological  cases  was  comparatively  small,  the  Trustees  have  not  so  far 
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felt  warranted  in  creating  this  service.  They  may,  however,  conclude  to  do  so  if 
the  increase  in  the  number  of  such  operations  appears  to  warrant  the  creation  of  a 
separate  department. 

The  work  of  the  company  responsible  for  the  alterations  to  the  main  building 
of  the  hospital  was  completed  and  accepted  by  the  Trustees  in  April  last. 

Requests  for  extensions  of  time  on  the  contracts  of  the  several  contractors 
engaged  in  the  work  of  the  alterations  to  the  power  house  and  ambulance  station  were 
very  frequent  at  this  hospital  in  the  course  of  the  year,  congestion  of  freight,  car- 
penters' strikes,  difficulty  in  obtaining  materials  and  other  causes  having  formed 
the  basis  for  these  requests.  In  each  case  the  Trustees  have  investigated  carefully 
through  the  Building  Committee  and  the  Inspector  of  Construction  and  have  asked 
for  the  opinion  of  the  architect  before  granting  the  extensions. 

Final  payment  to  the  P.  F.  Kenny  Company  for  the  installation  of  plumbing  in 
the  alterations  to  the  power  house  and  ambulance  station  was  authorized  in  April. 
It  has  been  decided  to  enlarge  the  ambulance  platform  at  an  estimated  cost  of 
$1,557,  and  to  raise  the  floor  of  the  corridor  from  the  ambulance  platform  to  the 
level  of  the  floor  of  the  building,  thus  doing  away  with  the  inclined  plane  and 
making  it  possible  to  hang  double  swinging  doors,  the  doorway  to  be  -  the  entire 
width  of  the  hall. 

An  appropriation  of  $75,000  corporate  stock  for  the  power  house  and  ambulance 
station  was  amended  to  include  equipment. 

A  difficult  case  to  deal  with  has  been  that  of  the  Andrews  Building  Company, 
contractors  for  the  alterations  to  the  machine  room,  coal  vault  and  storage  room 
at  Harlem  Hospital.  The  Trustees  were  advised  by  the  architect,  Joseph  H.  Freed- 
lander,  that  the  contract  had  been  unreasonably  delayed,  and  they  thereupon  took 
action  and  declared  it  abandoned,  and  called  upon  the  Surety  Company  to  complete 
the  work.  The  sureties,  the  Southern  Surety  Company,  received  four  weeks'  time 
from  April  4th  to  complete  the  work,  and  were  later  granted  an  additional  six  weeks' 
time  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  it  took  the  pump  manufacturers  that  length  of  time 
to  deliver  the  pump  required  for  the  work.  A  later  request  for  a  further  extension 
of  time  was  denied  by  the  Trustees.  The  Trustees  were  then  notified  under  date  of 
July  31st  by  the  Fifth  National  Bank,  which  held  the  assignments  of  the  Building 
Company,  that  they  had  made  arrangements  to  complete  the  contract,  but  later  the 
bank  reported  that  they  found  it  inadvisable  to  complete  the  work  and  asked  that 
their  offer  of  July  31st  be  considered  withdrawn.  After  consulting  the  Law  Depart- 
ment, the  Trustees  then  proceeded  to  declare  the  contract  abandoned,  this  action  being 
taken  on  August  22d.  It  was  then  necessary  to  proceed  in  the  manner  prescribed 
by  law-,  namely  to  advertise  for  bids  for  the  completion  of  the  work  with  the  provision 
that  the  expense  would  be  charged  to  the  Southern  Surety  Company.  A  new  contract 
for  this  work  was  awarded  to  the  Voss  Ice  Machine  Works,  in  the  sum  of  $5,500, 
another  firm,  which  bid  the  same  amount,  having  waived  its  claim  on  its  bid  for  this 
work. 

Directions  have  been  given  for  laying  out  the  grounds  to  the  east  of  the 
new  wing,  requiring  the  construction  of  a  retaining  wall  between  the  upper  and  lower 
terrace.     The  space  to  the  north  of  the  building  will  be  laid  out  as  a  grass  plot. 

Plans  have  been  made  for  the  construction  of  an  additional  story,  as  well  as 
a  tile  roof  and  enclosures  on  the  east  and  west  ends  of  the  nurses'  home.  Mr.  Joseph 
H.  Freedlander  has  given  an  estimate  of  $31,664  for  this  work,  and  an  application 
for  an  issuance  of  corporate  stock  for  this  purpose  has  been  made  to  the  Board  of 
Estimate  and  Apportionment. 

The  houses  formerly  used  in  West  136th  Street  for  the  employees  were  evacuated 
in  April,  the  new  quarters  over  the  power  house  and  the  ambulance  station  being 
ready  for  occupancy  at  that  time. 

Request  has  been  made  for  the  appointment,  with  pay,  of  a  Jewish  Chaplain 
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The  request  to  allow  the  use  of  the  dental  room  at  the  hospital  for  a  clinic  for 
the  benefit  of  Public  School  No.  89  had  to  be  declined  for  the  reason  that  the  clinic 
is  in  use  every  day  by  the  hospital's  own  staff  of  one  Resident  and  five  Visiting 
Dentists. 

The  W.  H.  Jamouneau  Company,  contractors  for  the  installation  of  screens  and 
awnings  at  the  hospital,  have  been  requested  to  show  cause  why  their  contract  should 
not  be  declared  abandoned,  by  reason  of  their  refusal  to  complete  the  work. 

FORDHAM    HOSPITAL. 

At  the  request  of  the  Medical  Board  a  change  in  the  service  of  internes  at  this 
hospital  from  two  years  to  sixteen  months  has  been  approved  by  the  Trustees,  as  an 
experiment,  to  become  operative  March  22d   for  a  period  of  two  years. 

Provision  has  been  made  in  the  budget  for  placing  on  a  salaried  basis  the  phys- 
icians and  surgeons  employed  in  the  Out  Patient  Department  at  this  hospital.  This 
course  has  been  made  necessary  by  the  difficulty  in  securing  regularity  on  the  part 
of  the  attendants  at  this  rather  out  of  the  way  institution. 

At  the  request  of  the  Medical  Board,  Ward  6,  formerly  used  as  a  men's  surgical 
ward,  has  been  turned  over  for  the  use  of  surgical  cases  among  women.  This  was 
rendered  advisable  through  the  large  increase  in  the  number  of  women  patients,  the 
men  patients  now  being  concentrated  in  Ward  8. 

On  the  recommendation  of  Mr.  Farley,  Chairman  of  the  Building  Committee,  an 
arrangement  has  been  provided  for  heating  the  tent  used  for  the  poliomyelitis  cases. 

No  provision  was  made  in  the  budget  for  1917  for  a  paid  Pathologist  at  this 
hospital  but  such  a  request  will  be  included  in  the  next  departmental  estimate. 

It  has  been  decided  to  dispose  of  the  X-Ray  plates  and  discontinue  records  on 
file  at  the  hospital  after  a  period  of  five  years,  on  account  of  the  lack  of  proper 
storage  facilities,  provision,  however,  being  made  that  a  written  report  of  the  X-Ray 
examinations  and  records  be  retained. 

New  transoms  have  been  provided  throughout  the  hospital  at  a  cost  of  $1,741. 

The  installation  of  a  new  fire  main,  in  place  of  the  old  one  which  leaked  badly, 
has  been  authorized  and  the  work  accomplished. 

The  lease  of  the  premises  at  No.  2533  Cambrelling  Avenue  as  dormitories  for  the 
nurses  engaged  in  the  wards  at  Fordham  has  been  obtained. 

Request  has  been  made  for  the  appointment  of  a  Jewish  Chaplain. 

NEPONSIT    BEACH    HOSPITAL   FOR    CHILDREN. 

Toys  for  the  children  at  the  Neponsit  Beach  Hospital  were  purchased  from  the 
interest  of  special  funds  on  deposit  for  the  hospitals  of  the  department. 

The  construction  of  the  balconies  at  this  hospital  was  much  delayed  by  the 
inability  of  the  contractor  to  obtain  delivery  of  steel,  caused  by  the  congestion  of 
freight  traffic.  On  this  account  several  extensions  of  time  had  to  be  allowed  the 
Architectural  Contracting  Company  on  this  contract,  which  has  now  been  completed. 
These  balconies  are  of  great  service  in  the  treatment  and  care  of  the  little  patients 
at  this  hospital. 

The  work  of  the  construction  of  a  sewer  was  held  up  by  the  Neponsit  Realty 
Company,  whose  property  had  to  be  crossed  for  a  distance  of  about  ten  feet.  In 
spite  of  this,  the  work  of  the  contractors  was  completed  on  time. 

The  contractors  for  the  alterations  to  the  fourth  floor  of  the  hospital  have  been 
accorded  their  final  payment  on  the  contract,  the  work  having  been  substantially  com- 
pleted within  the  contract  time.  It  has  been  decided  to  provide  a  schoolroom  on  this 
floor,  and  this  will  be  undertaken  as  soon  as  practicable. 

The  wards  of  the  hospital  have  been  painted  throughout. 

A  careful  quarantine  was  observed  during  the  summer  and  the  introduction  of 
any  case  of  poliomyelitis  was  successfully  prevented.

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REPORT   OF  THE  GENERAL  MEDICAL   SUPERINTENDENT. 

The  activities  for  the  year,  as  shown  by  the  movement  of  population  is  set  forth 
in  the  accompanying  tables. 

Comparing  the  census  with  preceding  years,  it  is  observed  that  there  has  been 
an  increase  in  the  number  of  admissions.  The  number  under  treatment  together 
with  the  total  days  treatment  shows  a  decrease.  By  reason  of  the  discontinuance  of 
the  Day  Camp  "  Westfield  "  for  a  period  of  several  months,  and  in  not  immediately- 
providing  for  the  care  and  treatment  of  adults  when  the  camp  was  reopened  on 
"  The  Huddleston."  This  boat  replaced  the  "  Westfield."  At  times  during  the  year 
all  of  the  hospitals  have  suffered  from  marked  over-crowding,  particularly  on  the 
medical  and  surgical  wards.  These  periods  of  over-crowding  are  becoming  so  much 
more  frequent  that  some  relief  must  be  found  other  than  having  to  add  cots  or  beds 
to  wards  already  caring  for  more  than  their  normal  capacity. 

.  In  the  last  report  reference  was  made  to  the  fact  that  certain  services  were  just 
being  transferred  from  the  old  buildings  to  the  new  pavilions — I.  and  K.,  and  L.  and 
M. ;  during  the  year  these  pavilions  were  fully  occupied  except  the  wards  set  apart 
for  the  eye  service,  which  is  to  be  opened  on  or  about  March  1st. 

On  account  of  the  pressure  for  increased  accommodations  on  the  Tuberculosis 
Service,  an  additional  ward  in  the  old  building  was  taken ;  this  not  only  increased 
the  bed  capacity,  but  made  possible  certain  classification  of  cases  that  had  hitherto 
been  impossible. 

Plans  are  now  under  way  for  using  the  first  and  second  floors  of  the  south  wing 
of  the  old  building  for  the  Alcoholic  and  Prison  Wards.  This  change  will  relieve 
the  marked  over-crowding  existing  in  this  department  of  the  hospital,  and  will,  un- 
doubtedly, prove  most  beneficial  to  the  patients,  as  the  wards  now  occupied  are  dark 
and  cheerless. 

At  Bellevue  the  need  of  a  service  building  is  each  day  more  apparent;  our  main 
kitchen  is  now  located  at  a  distance  equal  to  three  city  blocks  from  many  of  the 
wards,  all  food  being  taken  on  hand  trucks  through  the  open  air,  over  the  rough 
drive  and  through  the  long  cold  corridors,  making  it  most  difficult  to  deliver  it  to 
the  wards  in  a  warm  or  palatable  condition. 

Balconies  are  in  process  of  construction  on  the  south  side  of  pavilions  I.  and 
K.  When  these  are  completed  the  "  open  air  "  policy  of  the  hospital  will  be  extended 
to  the  special  services  occupying  these  buildings. 

The  new  wing  at  the  Harlem  Hospital  is  now  fully  occupied,  and  already  the 
need  for  additional  space  is  apparent.  The  additions  to  the  employee's  quarters  over 
the  power  house  and  stable  were  completed  during  the  year.  There  is  still  some 
grading  to  be  done  about  the  buildings ;  for  this,  plans  are  drawn  and  approved  by 
the  Tustees,  and  the  work  will  doubtless  be  completed  during  the  coming  summer. 

At-Fordham  no  new  construction  was  undertaken.  The  section  of  the  city  served 
by  this  hospital  is  growing  so  rapidly  that  provision  should  be  made  for  additional 
hospital  facilities  at  once.  Plans  were  drawn  five  years  ago  for  an  extension  to  the 
west  of  the  present  building  that  would  increase  the  capacity  of  the  hospital  SO  per  cent, 

An  additional  house  for  use  of  the  nurses  was  obtained  during  the  year.  It  is 
very  desirable  that  the  extension  to  the  Nurses'  Home  be  made  at  as  early  a  date  as 
possible. 

The  new  building  to  be  used  for  an  Out-Patient  Department  at  Gouverneur  is 
nearing  completion,  and  when  occupied  will  relieve  the  overcrowded  and  unsatisfactory- 
condition  that  has  existed  so  many  years  in  this  department  in  their  present  quarters. 

It  is  proposed  to  use  that  portion  of  the  hospital  now  occupied  by  the  Out-Patient 
Department  for  a  children's  service. 
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At  Neponsit  Beach  Hospital  no  new  construction  has  been  undertaken.  The 
wards  have  been  much  improved  by  painting.  The  balconies  under  construction  last 
year  have  been  completed  and  contribute  greatly  to  the  comfort  of  the  children,  as 
well  as  very  materially  improving  the  appearance  of  the  hospital. 

New  school  rooms  must  be  provided  at  an  early  date;  in  the  original  construction 
only  one  classroom  was  provided;  a  portion  of  a  ward  is  now  used  for  this  purpose. 
This,  however,  must  be  vacated  soon  upon  the  opening  of  the  ward  for  the  additional 
cases  seeking  admission.  The  two  classes  now  have  from  seven  to  ten  more  pupils 
than  should  be  allotted  to  them,  making  the  problem  more  difficult  for  the  teachers 
and  not  working  out  to  the  advantage  of  the  children. 

The  modern  methods  of  treatment  for  the  non-pulmonary  forms  of  tuberculosis 
in  vogue  at  this  hospital  referred  to  in  the  last  report  have  continued  with  increas- 
ingly satisfactory  results.  Facilities  for  salt  water  bathing  throughout  the  winter 
are  being  provided  by  the  installation  of  a  pump,  tank  and  tubs,  bringing  the  water 
into  the  building  for  this  purpose. 

The  beach  adjacent  to  the  hospital  has  been  much  improved  by  the  building  of 
jetties,  which  work  is  being  carried  on  under  supervision  of  the  Department  of  Parks, 
Borough  of  Queens. 

The  hospitals  of  the  Department  did  their  part  in  providing  care  and  treatment 
for  the  several  hundred  cases  of  infantile  paralysis  that  came  to  them  during  the 
summer.  With  the  passing  of  the  epidemic  classes  were  established  at  each  of  the 
hospitals  for  the  after-care  of  the  children — the  neurologist,  the  orthopedist  and  the 
pediatrician  working  in  close  co-operation  in  an  effort  to  ameliorate  the  unfortunate 
condition  in  which  so  many  of  the  cases  were  left  when  the  acute  symptoms  had 
passed. 

The  policy  of  the  department  to  replace  horse-drawn  ambulances  with  motors 
was  extended  during  the  year,  so  that  the  only  remaining  horse-drawn  vehicles  now 
in  the  service  are  at  Bellevue. 

To  meet  the  increasing  demands  for  transportation  facilities,  thus  avoiding  delay 
in  the  transfer  of  alleged  insane  from  the  courts  and  their  homes,  an  additional  ambu- 
lance was  purchased  for  this  service. 

Fire  drills  were  held  weekly  throughout  the  year  at  each  of  the  hospitals,  instruc- 
tions being  given  to  internes,  nurses  and  employes.  Practical  demonstrations  are  held 
at  each  of  these  drills  by  the  discharging  of  extinguishers,  connecting  the  hose  and 
turning  on  of  water,  so  that  all  persons  connected  with  the  hospitals  may  be  perfectly 
familiar  with  his  or  her  duty  in  the  event  of  fire,  of  which  we  had  four  during  the 
year — fortunately,  all  minor  in  character — and  in  each  instance  due  to  the  carelessness 
of  smokers  in  throwing  lighted  cigars,  cigarettes  or  matches  in  waste  paper  baskets. 

We  have  been  especially  fortunate  during  the  year  in  maintaining  a  high  standard 
of  good  health  among  the  staffs  of  the  hospitals.  There  have  been  a  few  cases  of 
contagious  and  infectious  diseases,  such  as  measles  and  scarlet  fever,  developing  among 
the  nurses,  fn  nearly  all  cases  exposure  to  the  disease  had  occurred  in  the  performance 
of  duty.  Several  cases  of  diphtheria  occurred  among  the  internes  and  nurses,  all 
of  whom  were  transferred  to  the  Minturn  Hospital. 

The  Dental  Department  of  the  hospitals,  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Wheeler, 
continues  very  active.  A  dental  interne  has  been  in  residence  at  each  of  the  Allied 
Hospitals  throughout  the  year,  while  at  Bellevue  there  have  been  at  all  times  two, 
and  for  some  time  three,  on  duty,  as  noted  in  the  report  for  1915.  They  visit  all 
children  admitted  to  the  hospital,  examine  the  teeth,  outlining  treatment  for  all  whose 
condition  indicate  the  need ;  they  care  for  all  acute  conditions  occurring  among  adults, 
fractured  jaws  and  occupy  any  remaining  time  caring  for  cases  referred  from  the 
Out-Patient  Department. 

On  account  of  the  labor  conditions  during  the  year  there  were  many  changes 
among  the  employes.  Several  times  we  were  embarrassed  by  having  an  insufficient 
number  to  care  properly  for  the  patients  or  do  the  routine  work. 
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Miss  Noyes,  for  five  years  General  Superintendent  of  Training  Schools,  resigned 
her  position  in  October.  Miss  Hilliard,  State  Inspector  of  Training  Schools  has 
succeeded  her  and  has  entered  upon  her  duties. 

In  concluding  this  brief  resume  of  the  year's  work,  I  should  submit  as  the  great 
need  of  the  hospitals  an  appropriation  making  possible  an  extension  to  the  Nurses' 
Home  and  the  erection  of  the  next  section  of  the  new  Bellevue  Hospital.

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REPORT   OF   DIRECTOR   OF   LABORATORIES. 

The  routine  work  of  the  Department  will  be  found  in  tabulated  form  on  the 
accompanying  pages.  The  tabulations  were  compiled  from  the  bi-monthly  reports 
of  the  Director  on  the  work  of  the  laboratory  to  the  Executive  Committee,  and  show 
the  number  of  deaths  for  the  year  in  the  hospital,  the  number  of  coroners'  cases, 
the  number  of  autopsies  performed,  the  number  of  Wassermann  reactions  or  blood 
tests  made,  the  surgical  specimens  examined,  blood  cultures  made,  and  the  number  of 
chemical  analyses  performed.  Under  the  heading  "  miscellaneous  "  there  are  included 
a  series  of  routine  laboratory  tests  which  cannot  be  readily  subdivided.  Under  this 
heading  the  routine  examinations  of  feces  and  urines  of  the  convalescent  patients 
of  Bellevue  and  the  allied  hospitals  are  included.  As  in  the  past,  these  examinations 
have  been  made  in  the  laboratory  of  Bellevue  Hospital.

The  Bellevue  laboratory  examined  74  surgical  specimens  and  miscellaneous  speci- 
mens for  Gouverneur  Hospital,  and  4  specimens  were  examined  for  Fordham  Hospital. 
The  laboratory  also  performed  210  Wassermann  reactions   for  Gouverneur  Hospital. 

The  Department  announces,  with  regret,  the  resignation  of  Dr.  Willis  P.  Baker  as 
pathologist  to  Bellevue  Hospital  on  October  ISth.

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REPORT  OF  GENERAL  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  TRAINING  SCHOOL  FOR 

NURSES. 

The  summer  of  1916  was  one  of  unusual  activity  and  interest,  although  the  census 
of  the  hospital  was  not  as  high  as  during  the  summer  previous.  The  work  was  made 
particularly  difficult,  owing  to  the  epidemic  of  poliomyelitis  and  the  continual  moving 
of  wards  in  order  to  open  new  departments  and  to  complete  the  occupancy  of  the 
new  pavilions.  The  transfer  of  patients  to  I,  K,  L  and  M,  which  began  in  November, 
1915,  was  completed  in  the  spring  of  1916. 

The  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Department,  which  was  opened  in  July,  1916,  has  had 
a  very  active  service. 

The  old  building,  which  was  temporarily  vacated  by  opening  the  new  pavilions, 
has   been   almost   entirely   reoccupied. 

The  tuberculosis  wards  have  been  moved  to  the  first  floor,  north  side ;  the  prison 
ward  to  the  first  floor,  south  side ;  the  women's  erysipelas  ward  to  the  second  floor ; 
the  women's  medical  ward  has  been  moved  twice  and  is  still  in  temporary  quarters. 
Ward  40  is  occupied  by  children  who  are  convalescing  from  poliomyelitis. 

BELLEVUE  HOSPITAL. 

The  need  for  an  extension  to  the  Nurses'  Residence  is  pressing.  We  cannot 
enlarge  the  school  to  include  the  number  of  student  nurses  required  to  meet  the 
hospital  needs  until  the  capacity  of  the  residence  has  been  increased.  Ninety-six 
nurses  reside  outside  the  residence,  and  this  number  will  be  further  augmented  by 
the  opening  of  new  services  and  the  appointment  of  additional  nurses. 

GOUVERNEUR  HOSPITAL. 

We  are  greatly  handicapped  by  the  lack  of  suitable  accommodations  for  pupil 
nurses.  The  old  houses  on  Monroe  street,  now  occupied,  are  difficult  to  supervise 
and  to  keep  habitable.  Both  the  heating  and  bathing  facilities  are  entirely  inadequate. 
When  the  new  ward  and  Out-patient  Department  are  opened  we  shall  need  a  larger 
number  of  nurses.     No  provision  whatever  has  been  made  for  them. 

HARLEM   HOSPITAL. 

The  new  hospital  wing  has  been  equipped  and  occupied  and  the  old  part  repainted 
throughout. 

The  Out-patient  Department  has  been  enlarged  by  the  addition  of  the  rooms 
formerly  used  by  the  Accident  Ward.  The  employees  have  been  moved  to  their  new 
dining  room  and  the  old  room  repainted  and  occupied  by  the  staff. 

The  houses  on  136th  street  have  been  vacated  and  the  employees  moved  to  their 
new  dormitories.  Thirteen  rooms  formerly  used  by  employees  have  been  taken  over 
and  every  available  room  in  the  residence  is  now  in  use  for  nurses. 

FORDHAM   HOSPITAL. 

As  reported  last  year  the  Residence  for  Nurses  is  very  much  overcrowded,  which 
is  no  doubt  in  part  responsible  for  the  high  percentage  of  illness  among  the  pupils. 

By  renting  a  small  frame  house  the  living  conditions  have  been  slightly  improved 
and  better  heating,  class  room  and  lavatory  facilities  have  been  provided.  As  this 
building  is,  however,  no  larger  than  the  previous  annex  it  does  not  relieve  the  over- 
crowding and  the  need  for  an  addition  to  the  residence  is  of  vital  importance,  not 
only  to  house  the  number  of  nurses  now  on  duty,  but  for  the  additional  number  which 
will  be  necessary  to  meet  the  need  of  the  steadily  increasing  daily  average  number 
of  patients. 
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GRADUATING   EXERCISES. 

Graduating  exercises  were  held  at  the  Nurses'  Residence  May  11,  1916,  at  8  :30  p.  m. 
John  W.  Brannan,  M.  D.,  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  presided.  Reports  were 
read  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Managers  and  by  the  General  Superintendent 
of  Training  Schools.  The  address  to  the  graduating  class  was  made  by  Miss  Jane 
A.  Delano.     Diplomas  were  awarded  to  forty  graduates. 

PUPIL   NURSE   INSTRUCTION. 

Three  groups  of  pupils  entered  during  the  year.  March  15th  twenty-six  reported, 
eight  withdrew ;  this  group,  combined  with  the  sections  of  September  and  December, 
1915.  make  up  the  present  intermediate  class  of  sixty-three  pupils.  There  are  152 
pupils  in  the  school. 

The  school  received  the  largest  number  of  cards  of  approval  from  the  State 
Department  of  Education  that  were  issued  to  any  school  in  the  state.  This  is  in  part 
due  to  the  exceptional  theoretical  and  clinical  course  of  instruction  given.  We  are, 
however,  unable  to  admit  the  full  number  of  eligible  candidates  that  are  applying 
for  entrance.  The  class  work  is  given  by  the  members  of  the  Supervisory  Staff,  one 
trained  instructor,  a  graduate  of  Teachers'  College,  a  paid  corps  of  medical  lecturers, 
a  resident  dietitian  and  two  senior  students  from  Teachers'  College  who  have  given 
instructions  in  return  for  maintenance.  One  such  scholarship  has  also  been  allowed 
at  Harlem  Hospital  and  has  greatly  aided  and  improved  the  quality  of  nurse  instruction 
there.     Classes  in  Italian  and  German  have  been  regularly  conducted. 

POST   GRADUATE   INSTRUCTION. 

A  large  number  of  graduate  nurses  continue  to  make  application  for  post  gradu- 
ate courses.  The  number  of  affiliations  with  other  schools  and  the  enlargement  of 
our  own  school  has  gradually  limited  the  number  of  such  graduates  that  we  could 
admit,  to  such  an  extent,  that  at  the  present  time  there  are  no  post  graduate  nurses 
on  duty  at  Bellevue.

These  schools  keep  approximately  168  pupils  at  Bellevue  and  its  allied  hospitals, 
replacing  them  automatically. 

SCHOOL  FOR  ATTENDANTS. 

Heavy  demands  have  been  made  upon  the  school  during  the  past  year  due  in  part 
to  the  opening  of  the  new  hospital  pavilions,  demands  which  have  been  faithfully  met 
by  the  students.  We  regret  that  we  have  been  unable  to  increase  the  number  of 
students  to  meet  the  increase  in  the  hospital  capacity  for  men  patients.  There  are  fifty 
pupils  in  the  school ;  eighteen  have  completed  satisfactorily  the  course  of  two  years ; 
ten  have  taken  an  additional  course  in  McLean  Hospital,  Waverly,  Mass.,  in  order  to 
secure  nurses'  diplomas ;  four  have  accepted  positions ;  one  in  operating  room,  one  at 
West  Point,  one  at  Battle  Creek  Sanitarium  and  one  in  the  Edison  Electric  Light 
Company,  East  Orange,  for  first  aid  work. 

In  July  four  men  left  the  service  at  the  call  of  the  National  Guard  for  duty  on 
the  Mexican  border;  only  one  has  returned.  One  graduate  is  employed  in  the  Prison 
Ward  and  three  in  the  Alcoholic  Wards.     One  pupil  from  Butler  Hospital  Training 
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School  for  Nurses  is  taking  an  affiliated  course  to  receive  general  hospital  training 
to  qualify  for  nursing  in  Rhode  Island. 

SOCIAL    SERVICE. 

A  full  statement  concerning  the  work  of  this  department  will  be  found  in  a  sepa- 
rate report.  Two  additional  nurses  have  been  granted  to  cover  the  work  on  Sundays 
and  holidays.  The  course  of  practical  instruction  given  in  this  department  to  our 
preliminary  students  continues  to  be  very  valuable  in  preparing  them  to  report  more 
intelligently  on   social  conditions   of   patients   in  wards. 

HEALTH  OF  NURSES. 

Eighty-two  nurses  received  typhoid  vaccine.  We  are  grateful  to  report  that  there 
have  been  no  cases  of  typhoid  fever  or  other  serious  illness  among  the  nurses.

REPORT  OF  DENTAL  SERVICE. 

A  perusal  of  the  records  will  show  an  increase  of  service  during  this  year  as 
compared  to  1915.  Many  hospitals  are  now  following  Bellevue  and  appointing  dental 
internes.  In  most  cases  the  equipment  of  these  institutions  is  the  most  modern. 
This  attracts  the  young  men,  so  the  task  of  securing  internes  for  Bellevue  is  made 
more  difficult  despite  the  fact  that  the  Bellevue  service  is  probably  the  most  varied 
and  interesting  for  dentists  of  any  hospital  in  America. 

New  engines  have  been  installed  in  Bellevue,  but  considerable  equipment  should 
be  added.  Harlem  has  had  a  most  busy  year,  and  the  moving  of  the  dental  service 
into  new  rooms  has  facilitated  the  work  greatly. 

The  room  and  equipment  at  Fordham  and  Gouverneur  could  be  enlarged  and 
improved  with   advantage  to  the  service.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ROENTGEN-RAY  DEPARTMENT  OF 
BELLEVUE  HOSPITAL. 

The  routine  work  of  the  department  is  set  forth  in  the  accompanying  tabulation. 
The  service  which  increased  about  12%  over  the  work  of  the  previous  year  has  been 
rendered  under  difficult  conditions  due  entirely  to  the  inadequate  space  and  limited 
equipment  in  a  laboratory  which  had  undergone  practically  no  enlargement  since  1910, 
although  the  work  has  increased  over  500%  since  that  time. 

With  the  opening  of  the  new  and  enlarged  quarters  in  pavilions  I  and  K,  there 
has  been  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  laboratory,  equipment  of  the  most  modern 
type,  which  provides  for  an  opportunity  for  thorough  study  and  treatment  of  diseases 
by  the  Roentgen-Ray. 

The  department  may  be  said  to  consist  of  four  units.  The  first  is  the  Radio- 
graphic section  consisting  of  five  rooms.  These  rooms  are  used  in  making  plate 
examinations. 

The  second  is  the  Fluoroscopic  unit  of  two  rooms  for  the  study  of  cases  by  screen 
examination. 

The  third  is  the  Clinical  unit  of  four  rooms  for  the  performance  of  work  which 
requires  the  co-operation  of  the  surgeon,  such  as  the  extraction  of  foreign  bodies. 

The  fourth  is  the  Therapeutic  unit  of  two  rooms  for  the  application  of  the  ray 
as  a  therapeutic  agent. 

In  addition  to  these  sections,  there  are  rooms  used  for  photographic  purposes 
and  executive  offices.
